Alumnae Dedication 
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We the Alumnae Members of Hamot Medical Center, School of Nursing proudly dedicate the History Portion 
of this final 1976, School of Nursing yearbook to ARVILLA BEAN OHMER HILL - School of Nursing 


ALUMNAE HISTORIAN from 1930 - 1974. 





Arvilla Jane Bean was born in Erie, Pennsylvania, 
November 11, 1901, daughter of Emmett Law and 
Margaret (Ragen) Bean. On November 8, 1924, she 
married Louis D. Ohmer who passed away only 1% years 
later in April, 1926, leaving Arvilla with a daughter Bet- 
tye Lou (Mrs. Robert E. Will) 8 months old and 7 
months pregnant. Later she gave birth to a son Gerard 
Emmett Ohmer. Shortly after the birth of her son, she 
entered the Hamot Training School for Nurses Program 
with the help of her mother and younger sister and 
graduated in the Class of 1930. May, 1934 Arvilla 
married a second time to Samuel L. Hill who died in 
March 1940. 


The nursing work history of Arvilla Hill included many 
years in private duty at Hamot, a staff nurse for the 
Erie School District, Head nurse at Hamot, and Super- 
visor of Child Health for 17 counties for the Penn- 
sylvania Child Health Commission. Arvilla continued 
her nursing education and obtained a Bachelor Degree in 
Nursing at State Teachers College in Edinboro, Pen- 
nyslvania, and she also persued some post graduate work 
at the same institution which further evidenced her 


perserverance to become a leader in nursing. Arvilla 
returned to Edinboro State Teachers College Extension 
as a Faculty member and taught Public Health Nursing. 


As an active community member, Arvilla has been in- 
volved in several organizations, both Professional and 
Social. Some organizations that were a part of Arvilla’s 
life were: Fellow American School Health Association, 
American Nurses Association, Pennsylvania Public 
Health Association, and Zonta Club of Erie. She was 
also very active in the Nursing School Alumnae Associa- 
tion and held several positions such as_ president, 
treasurer and secretary. The most outstanding contribu- 
tion that Arvilla will be remembered for by her Nursing 
School Alumnae was her many years spent as Alumnea 
Historian. Her interest and enthusiasm in the History of 
the Hamot School of Nursing is appreciated and will 
always be remembered. One can truthfully say this 
Historical Composition of the Hamot School of Nursing 
would not have been possible without her grateful 
dedication as she was very active as Historian until she 
died in December 1974.

oe ae Of Hamot School Of Nursing 


“C’est magnifique!” must have been the reaction of 
Pierre S. Hamot when he arrived from France in 1805 


and stood on the bluff overlooking Presqu’ile Bay. 


Though at this time Erie had only 100 residents, our city 
founders saw the need for a hospital, primarily to treat 
the ill sailors that traversed the port. Dr. John Wallace 


_ was the only physician in the area. 


The Rev. James Taylor Franklin of the Episcopal 
Diocese of Erie and first president of the hospital board 
of managers, realized “‘his dream” on February 7, 1881 
when a charter was granted for the Hamot Hospital 
Association of Erie. The hospital to be housed in the 
mansion of Charles Hamot Strong, grandson of Pierre 
Hamot. The first patient was admitted on July 10, 1881. 
Bed capacity at this time was 25 and the patients were 
cared for by “women hired by the day.”’ Cost to the 
patient, $.96 per day. 


By 1890, Erie’s population had expanded to 40,637, con- 
sequently the demands on the hospital were increased 
and the need for nurses became imperative. 


_ Due to the zeal of Mrs. Charles Hamot Strong and other 


concerned community ladies, a plan for a Nurses Train- 
ing School was presented to The Hamot Executive Com- 
mittee, and by the approval of the Board of Managers, 
The Hamot Hospital Association Training School for 
Nurses was established on April 1, 1890 with six students 
enrolled. 


Hamot’s Training School for Nurses, among the first 35 
schools in the entire nation, was patterned after the first 
training school in the world, The Florence Nightingale 
School, St. Thomas Hospital of London, founded in 
1872. 


The student applicant of 1890 must be an unmarried 
lady between 25 and 35 years of age, produce a satisfac- 
tory certificate of moralcharacter and physical health, in- 
cluding strong teeth, and possess a good common school 
education. The course of training was two years, con- 
sisting of a probationary period of six weeks to two 
months for which she received no compensation. Follow- 
ing the probationary period, she will receive six dollars 
per month for the remainder of the first year and nine 
dollars per month the second year. She will arise at 6:00 
A.M. daily, clean room and report on duty at 6:30 A.M. 
to serve twelve hours. She will receive one hour off dur- 
ing the day, for recreational purposes, and four hours off 
during the week, if the exigencies of work permit. She is 
to be in her room by 10:00 P.M. and lights out by 10:30 
P.M. She will be obligated to nurse in private homes at 
the discretion of Superintendant of Nursing, Miss Mary 
Gorton. This latter practice enabled the school to finan- 
cially support itself. 


The curriculum in the early days consisted of lectures by 
the physicians on: ‘‘Surgery’’, ‘‘Obstetrics’’, 
“Gynecology”, ‘““Anatomy’’, ‘Physiology’, “The Ear, 
Eye and Throat’, ‘Homeopathic Materia Medica and 
Therapeutics”, and ‘“‘Preparation of Food for The Sick’’. 


On October 2, 1891, two of the original six students were 


- 


graduated. Miss Letitia Hamilton and Miss Mary 
Fuessler were able to pass examination by the Medical 
Staff and presented a diploma. A “‘badge”’ of Graduation 
was donated by Mrs. Charles H. Strong. 


Due to the generosity of the local citizenry, namely the 
Strong, Scott, and Seldon families, Hamot grew rapidly. 
Students were no longer allowed to nurse in private 
homes, since the need was greater at the hospital. 


1903 saw the advent of the Ladies Auxiliary (Hamot 
Aid). In 1911, the Hamot Nurses Alumnae Association 
was organized. They were responsible for establishing 
the Private Duty Registry in 1912 (now defunct) and for 
many years published “The Hamot Highlights”, the 
forerunner of our current ““Hamot Happenings.” 


In 1918, the students moved from the third floor of the 
hospital into a new home of their own across the street. 
In 1918, the entire class of 11 students entered the U.S. 
Army. 


The years from 1920 to 1950 brought many changes. Af- 
filiate students from Warren State Hospital and Mercer 
Sanitorium were accepted at Hamot for clinical prac- 
tice. Hamot students affiliated at Warren State Hospital 
and Gowanda State Hospital for Psychiatric Nursing. 
Hours on duty were decreased from twelve to eight. In 
1936, the hospital decided to discontinue the Nurses 
Training School, but it was reopened 1 year later and 
graduated 13 students in 1937. For three years (1943 to 
1946) students in the Hamot program participated in the 
U.S. Nurse Cadet Corp Program. 


Women 18 to 35 years of age were now being accepted, 
though they must be in the upper half of their high 
school graduating class, and must be able to successfully 
pass psychometric and nursing aptitude tests and attend 
the Hamot Hospital School of Nursing for 36 months. 


By 1958, The Director of Nurses realized the increasing 
demands of the 36 month school of nursing program and 
a Director of Education was appointed for the first time. 


In 1963, we saw 2 males accepted into the nursing 
program and became the first 2 men graduating from the 
school in 1966. 


The school program was shortened in 1966 to 33 months, 
and in 1969 to 28 months. A small class of 17 students 
graduated in 1972 from the first 28 month program in- 
cluding a 9 month curriculum at Behrend College, a 
branch of Penn State University. By this time the 
hospital bed capacity was maintained at approximately 
500 with an average room cost of $75.00 per day. 


December of 1976, the final and largest class will 
graduate from the Hamot Medical Center School of 
Nursing 28 month program. Over the past 85 years, 1,674 
students have proudly received their caps and diplomas, 
24 of these students were males. Hamot’s indigenous 
“pin” is recognized throughout the nation as an emblem 
of skill, knowledge and dedication.

Organdy “caps” to be replaced by the “‘pleat it yourself model”, each pleat symbolic of a nursing attribute: 1) 
Fortitude, 2) Obediance, 3) Usefullness, 4) Reverance, 5) Temperance, 6) Education, 7) Enthusiasm, 8) Nobility. 
How bright that second red chevron appeared compared to the first. 

Aprons not to exceed 15 inches from the floor and starched collars that rubbed the skin raw. 

Night duty on Men’s Med. caring for 32 patients plus answering the E.R. bell and frequently finding that Schultz 
had “ceased to breathe” on your return. 

6:30 a.m. inspection, lights out by 10:30 p.m., bed checks. 

Cleaning spiral bed springs via applicators, green soap and carbolic solution. 

Bath trays containing bath thermometer, cuticle sticks, powder, green mouth wash and blue rubbing alcohol, or 
was it green alcohol and blue mouth wash. 

Fan-folding ether beds. 

Face towels, bath blankets, and ether socks. 


~ Wooden side rails, tied on by rope, wooden lap boards and I.V. poles 


Rubber I.V. douche and enema tubing. 
Urinals resting in carbolic vats, community bedpan racks, hand-operated bedpan flushers. 

Sterilizing needles by boiling over alcohol lamps, how difficult it was to dissolve pantapon tabs, syringes residing 
in alcohol, attempting to match the syringe numbers. 

Testing urine by heating it with Benedict’s solution. 

I.M. penicillin q 3 h, huge sulfa tabs given with an equal dosage of soda bicarb. 

Flaxseed poultices, mustard plasters, turpentine stupes, Murphy drips, Wangensteen gravity suction bottles, 
croupe tents (be sure to use woolen blankets lest the patient get wet) benzoin inhalations, tidal drainage and 
maggot therapy. 

The Class of 1946 was the first class to print a yearbook. 

Oxygen tents with cellophane canopies, ice chunks, soda lime and massive oxygen cylinders. 

Removing the gel from old x-ray films so they could be used for chart covers, dipping yellow chart name tags in 
ink (blue for Dr. Fortune, red for Dr. Davis). 

“Watching the patient out of anesthetic” on the ward. Avertin anesthetics given by the nurse, “Thyroid steals” 
and Dr. Goldman’s mass of real sponges on post-op Thyroidectomies, waiting for that thyroid crisis. 
Surgeon Dr. Schilling’s theme-song ‘“‘June Is Busting Out All Over.” 

Post partum patients on ten day bedrest, breast binders and peri-care with bichloride of mercury solution. 
Sand bags to immobilize the head of the cataract patient post-op. 

Being sent from the O.R. to C.S. for a Fallopian Tube or a left-handed screwdriver. 

Red, white and blue 48 to 24 hr. skin preps. 

Serving in the formula room and diet kitchen. 

Riding the ambulance when on E.R. duty. 

‘A nurse never precedes a doctor into a room or elevator, and she must stand at attention when he enters the 
room.” 

The front door nurses home key, passed from class to class. 

Climbing in windows when locked out - until the windows got bolted shut. 

The monsterous task of composing and financing our Yearbooks.

- HAND IN HAND 


A scant 16 years following the start of the Hamot Hosp- 
ital School of Nursing, a life-long friendship was forged 
between the School and a newly formed group of civic 
minded women who made up the Hamot Hospital Aid 
Society. 


The pioneering efforts of the Hospital Aid Society then 
included sewing for patients and the hospital, 
decorating and furnishing parts of the hospital and, as 
importantly, furnishing and decorating the nurses’ 
home and providing assistance to the student nurses. 


As the community and hospital grew, the need for more 
and better trained nurses became apparent; and, the 
commitment of the Society to serve the hospital and 
community was deftly demonstrated in 1910. The 
Society pledged funds to purchase lands at the 
northwestern corner of Second and State Streets for the 
purpose of constructing a new school of nursing and 
dormatory building. The 100-foot parcel of land sold 
then for $55 per foot. 


Nearly before the nursing building was completed and 
opened in 1913, the Society was making plans to fur- 
nish and decorate the classrooms, dormatories and sit- 
ting rooms. And, by this time, the society had become 
an integral part of the everyday functioning of the 
staff and students of the School of Nursing. 


In addition to sponsoring and coordinating the school’s 
graduation receptions, the Society organized orienta- 













































tion for new nursing students, mother and daughter 
teas, picnics, dinner dances, charm schools and a host 
of other activities. 


About this same time, the Society purchased another 
parcel of land, located to the north of the new building, 
for donation to the Hospital for usage by the School of 
Nursing. 


The processional at the eighty-sixth and final gradua- 
tion class of the School of Nursing will mark more than 
the closing of a school. It will signal the end of an era 
for the students, faculty, staff, and personnel of the 
Medical Center and mostly for the members of Hamot 
Aid Society. It will also bring an end to two long and es- 
teemed traditions. 


The first is the Hamot Aid Society-School of Nursing 
Student Loan Fund. Through the years the Hamot Aid 
Society fund has helped to finance the education and 
professional careers of nearly 80 nurses through its 
revolving loan fund, totaling more than $35,000. 


Second, is the Florence Nightingale Award. The award 
has been presented annually since 1959 to the 
graduating student nurse with the highest scholastic 
average who best exemplifies the highest standards of 
nursing.
